W illiam Donovan seems assured 
of a place in the Hoover cabinet. 
B u t it may not be 
as 
attorney 
general. 
It may be

w ar or navy portfolio. 
For several 
weeks 
now 
the 
president-elect has 
been 
under 
pressure 
either 
directly 
or 
through friends who 
would 
be 
presum ed to have 
conversations 
w ith him on his return, against 
m aking Colonel Donovan head of 
th e Department of Justice. 
Part 
o f the opposition has been due to 
drys who believed the Colonel had 
a wet background. 
Some of the 
opposition has cloaked a religious 
prejudice, 
believing 
th a t 
Mr. 
Hoover would not nam e a Catho­ 
lic. 
The president-elect has no pa­ 
tience with the attitude of those 
who have indirectly or by 
Infer­ 
ence contended th at the appoint­ 
m ent of Colonel Donovan would 
be a slap at the southern states 
who supported Hoover. 
He is go­ 
ing to name a Catholic to his cab­ 
inet. 
As for Colonel Donovan, he 
is in high favor with the presi­ 
dent-elect and the 
question 
of 
w hether or 
not 
he 
had 
been 
should he attorney general 
de­ 
pends entirely on the prohibition 
issue. 
Hoover Alone to Deride. 
Mr. Hoover is concerned 
lest 
th e drys m ake an Issue of 
the 
Donovan appointm ent and blame 
th e Hoover adm inistration in ad­ 
vance for any failure in enforce­ 
ment. 
Mr, Hoover is said to feel 
th a t de would Tifcf enforcem ent of 
prohibition to be conducted 
by 
someone who is avowedly a dry 
an d who would meet a t the ou t­ 
set any criticism concerning his 
personal attitude tow ard the law. 
For this reason th e suggestion 
th a t Colonel Donovan m ight have 
some other portfolio 
has 
been 
made. 
T here is no telling what 
Mr. Hoover may 
do 
about 
it. 
There are some of his 
advisers 
who think th a t if the opposition 
to Colonel Donovan 
grows 
too 
strong it will mean his appoint­ 
m ent aa attorney general in spite 
o f the protests, 
for 
there 
is 
nothing with which Mr. Hoover 
b aa lees sympathy than the kind 
c f attack being made now against 
* of his close friends and sup­ 
porters, Colonel Donovan. 
As assistant attorney 
general 
Colonel Donovan has been prac­ 
tically In charge of th e 
depart­ 
m ent of Justice. 
He 
has 
won 
some notable cases for the gov­ 
ernm ent in th e supreme court of 
th e United States and is the a u ­ 
th o r of a policy of co-operation 
w ith business that bas been wide­ 
ly discussed as a 
form ula 
fur 
preventing undue interference un­ 
d er the Sherman law. 
Mr. Dono­ 
van's idea is that trusts should 
he warned in advance 
or 
coun­ 
selled ahead of tim e what they 
can or cannot do under the law 
so that there will not be conse­ 
quent loss to stockholders later 
on when prosecutions usually are 
made and the unscrambling pro­ 
cess becomes a hardship to Inno­ 
cent persons. 
If, however, Mr. Hoover 
de­ 
cides to put Colonel Donovan in 
either war or navy he will have 
a n active colleague there. 
Col­ 
onel Donovan had a rem arkable 
record overseas and has a num ­ 
b er of decorations for valor.

Marshal Foch Also Sick 
at Paris Home; Were 
War Leaders 


Paris, Jan. 15—(JP)—A crisis in 
the critical illness of Marshal Fer­ 
dinand Foch is fearfully expected 
early tomorrow morning upon his 
awakening from the 
sleep 
into 
which he fell late tonight, 
His 
physicians remained silent on the 
lase but this was learned from per­ 
sons close to them. 
Dr. Davenieres. personal physi­ 
cian to the former commander-in* 
chief of the allied 
armies, 
was 
spending the night with his patient. 
It was the first time he had done 
son since the marshal took to his 
sick bed and it was Interpreted as 
a disquieting sign. 
It was understood that caffeine 
had been administered as a stimu­ 
lant in the early evening for the 
second time today. 
The marshal 
was understood to have gone to 
sleep at l l p. rn. which was several 
hours earlier than last night.

Ferdinand Foch and George Cle- 
menreau, both of whom played so 
large a part during 
the 
World 
war, the one as generalissimb of 
the allied arm ies and the other 
as French premier, tonight were 
laid low by Illness In their res­ 
pective homes in Paris, barely a 
mite apart. 
The m arshal, after 
lying 
at 
death’s door for 4S hours, was 
reporting 
putting up a gallant 
battle agains h eart disease com- 
pli< {.ted by kidney trouble. 
His 
condition wa*; said to be slightly 
improved, 
althougn 
a 
sinking 
spell late today necessitated heart 
stimulants by injection. 
The “Tiger” , eleven years the 
m arshal’s senior, 
was 
suffering 
from grippe, but was expected to 
resume his work before the end 
of the week unless his 87 years 
should t ell too heavi> on him. 
Uremia, developing trom a kid­ 
ney iu'M i'.m after the 
m arshal’s 
h**art titlark, is what th-* 
doctors 
attending Ii nu now 
fear 
most. 
Prof. 
Andre, 
Nancy 
university 
specialist in kidney diseases, was 
called

Senate Ready for Cruiser 
Measure; H o u s e 
Passes Army Bill 


Washington. Jan. 15— (JP) — As 
the Kellogg treaty was removed 
by the senate from the path 
of 
other legislation It had 
blocked 
for days, the hill proposing the 
building 
of 
fifteen 
additional 
cruisers for the American fleet 
took its place as the next business 
to he considered. 
The cruiser bill also may find 
many a stumbling block In 
Its 
way toward adoption. 
As the senate was disposing of 
the anti-war treaty 
the 
house 
passed the $448,000,000 
appro­ 
priation bill for the war depart­ 
m ent’s use in the next year. Its 
next big supply bill will be that 
for the independent offices of the 
government, such as the veteran’s 
bureau, whose expenditures 
run 
into th e hundreds of millions of 
dollars. 
The house ways 
and 
means 
committee 
continued 
Its tariff 
hearings, devoting its time to the 
metals schedule. 
Before the sen­ 
ate Indian committee, 
testimony 
in 
support of Charles H. Burke, 
commissioner of Indian 
affairs. 
wa* introduced. 
Burke has been 
engaged in controversy with Sen- 
*4or Pine, of Olkttoma. and oth­ 
ers, over his adm inistration of 
the office he octuples. 
Coal legislation occupied 
the 
•e la te interstate commerce com­ 
mittee, with a representative of 
Ohio operators on band to oppose 
a pending bill to stabilize the in­ 
dustry on the claim that 
it was 
unsound economically. 


President Coolidge recommend­ 
ed to congress 
that 
it 
m ake 
available $40,000 for 
participa­ 
tion by th© United States in the 
fourth world’s 
poultry 
congress 
in England In July 1930. 
Representative Garner, of Tex­ 
as, precipitated another brief ex­

TEXT OF KELLOGG PACT 
TO OUTLAW WAR 


Here is the text of the Kellogg treaty to outlaw war: 
The president of the German Reich, the president of the 
Tinted States of America, his majesty the king of Belgium, the 
president of the French republic, his majesty the king of Great 
Britain, Ireland, the British dominions beyond tile seas, emper­ 
or ut India, his majesty the king of Italy, his majesty the em­ 
peror of Japan, the president of the republic of I’olaud, the 
president of tho Czechoslovak republic; 
Deep I.v sensible of their solemn duty to promote the welfare 
of mankind; 
Persuaded that the time has come when a frank renunciation 
of war as an instrument of national policy should be made to 
the end that the peaceful and friendly relations now existing 
between their peoples may be perpetuated; 
Convinced that all changes in their relations with one a n ­ 
other should be sought only by pacific means and be the result 
of a peaceful and orderly process; and th a t any signatory pow­ 
er which shall hereafter seek to promote its national interests 
by resort to war should be denied the benefits furnished by this 
I tenty; 
Hopeful that, encouraged by their example, all the other na­ 
tions of tile world will join in this Immune endeavor and by ad­ 
hering to the present treaty as soon as It comes into force 
bring their peoples within the scope of its beneficent provisions, 
thus uniting the civiliz.ed nations of the world in a common re­ 
nunciation of war as an instrum ent of their national policy; 
Have decided to conclude a treaty, and for that purpose have 
appointed as their respective plenipotentiaries; 
(Here follow the names of the officials who negotiated Ute 
jun-t V. 
Who. having communicated to one another their full powers 
found in good and due form, have agreed upon the following 
articles; 
ARTICLE ONE 
The high contracting parties solemnly declare in the names 
of their respective peoples that they condemn recourse to w ar 
for the solution of international controversies, and renounce it 
as an instrument of national policy in their relations with one 
another. 
ARTICLE TWO 
The hich contracting parties agree th a t the settlement or 
solution of all disputes or conflicts, of whatever nature or of 
whatever origin they muy be, w hich’may arise among them. 
shall never be sought except by pacific means. 
ARTICLE TH REE 
The present treaty shall be ratified by the high contracting 
parties named in the preamble in accordance with their respec­ 
tive constitutional requirements, and shall take effect as be­ 
tween them as soon as all their several instruments of ratifica­ 
tion shall have been deposited at Washington. 
This treaty shall, when it has come into effect aa prescribed 
in the preceding paragraph, remain open aa long aa may be ne­ 
cessary for adherence by all the other powers of the world. 
Every instrument evidencing the adherence of a power shall be 
deposited at Washington, and the treaty shall immediately up­ 
on such deposit become effective as between the power thus ad­ 
hering and the other parties hereto. 
(Then follows a paragraph putting upon the United States 
the duty ct furnishing copies of the treaty to the governments 
involved, and of notifying such governments of each ratifica­ 
tion; and the treaty closes with the customary announcement 
as to signatures, seals and dates.)

WOMAN’S HOME 


Mrs. Wood Sought to Col­ 
lect Husband’s Insur­ 
ance, Belief 


Detroit, Jan. 15— (ZP)— A raid 
on ‘the home and office of Mrs. 
Grace Wood last night, and the 
examination today of an insurance 
policy taken out by her-estranged 
husband, Ralph 
A. 
Wood, were 
made by police today in an effort 
to strengthen their theory that 
Mrs. Wood conspired with four 
men to blackjack lier husband in 
order to obtain $50,000 from the 
policy. 
In the raids, memoranda bear­ 
ing the names of two of the al­ 
leged 
conspirators 
were 
found. 
One was that of Ambrose L. Hag- 
erty, who was shot to death d ur­ 
ing the alleged attem pt to slug 
Wood, and the other was that of 
Cecil Holt, who told Wood of the 
plot. 
A raid on the home of Hagerty 
revealed nothing. 
The insurance policy, for $50.- 
000, was taken out by Wood in 
December. 1925. with the Security 
Life Insurance Company of Amer­ 
ica. 
Inc., 
of 
Chicago. 
William 
Hardes, in charge of th e Detroit 
office of the company, and Mrs. 
Wood had made three monthly 
payments on the policy, totaling 
$350. 
Sought Double Clause 
He said the policy was permit­ 
ted to lapse in January, 1927, but 
was reinstated in August of the 
same year. 
He also said the poli­ 
cy was taken out by Mr. and Mrs. 
Wood, and that the 
latter 
had 
sought to have inserted a double 
indemnity clause. This would pay 
$100,000 if Wood was killed by 
accident or violence. 
This clause 
was refused because Wood bhd 
but. one arm, he said. 
Mrs. 
W o o d , 
according 
to 
Hardes. again attempted to have 
the clause Inserted but was re­ 
fused a second time. 
Wood said he took out the poli­ 
cy at the suggestion of his wife. 
who said it would be a good busi­ 
ness proposition. 
He went to Europe in January. 
1927. he Raid. and remained until 
October. 1927. 
W hile 
he 
was 
away. Wood said, the policy was 
reinstated. 
Mayor John C. Lodge of

After His Death

man who may turn out to be one. 
of the world’s first master-photog- 
rapher. 
Critics say that Eugene Atget, 
photographer of Parisian subjects, 
was a forerunner of most that is 
good and nearly all that is uew 
In modern photographic art 
An American girl, Berenice Ab­ 
bott, is the owner of hundreds of 
Atget negatives, all of those not 
owned by the French government 
for its archives of historic monu­ 
ments. 
When Atget died in 1927 a rt­ 
ists were informed by the 
con­ 
cierge or doortender of the apart­ 
ment where Atget bud his hum ­ 
ble studio that all negatives had 
been destroyed. Only tile Ameri­ 
can girl, ardent admirer of the ec­ 
centric photographer, refused 
to 
believe he 
had 
destroyed 
his 
plates. 
She traced and purchased 
them. after 
months 
of 
effort 
through Atget’s 
only 
known 
friend, an aged actor 
living 
in 
Strabourg. She found nearly 4.000 
negatives 
depicting 
Paris 
and 
Parisian life 
in most 
of 
its 
phases. 
The strange chronicler of Paris 
from 1900-1925 had tucked away 
his life's work with a camera un­ 
der such index words a* “cabar­ 
ets. trees, shops, churches, rag­ 
pickers, courts, suburbs, carriag­ 
es, flowers, fairs, 
religious 
art. 
animals, 
street 
scenes." 
each 
heading covering 
several 
dozen 
negatives on the subject 
Fume only came to Atget after 
his death. 
He worked alone and 
unrecognized, trudging Parts with 
his camera and tripod all day and 
developing Iii* works und indexing 
them at night. 
Educated as a 
sailor, he went around the world 
and then turned actor, 
ll© took 
up photography at 40 and died 29 
years later. 
The French govern­ 
ment purchased his plates of his­ 
toric monuments shortly before 
his death.

and noise makers are still useful 
adjuncts as communication 
me­ 
dia.Methods of communication are 
divided into thre general groups;

heliograph and wigwag. 
Under 
sound are

hay “ to save the deer” in various 
deeryards, are again 
beginning

To these requests the depart* 
w ent is sending the following re­ 
ply: 
“ Last w inter, for 
I he 
first 
tim e, th e departm ent kept spe­ 
cial men in the field through the 
entire “ yarding" period, trying to 
get th e essential facts concerning 
“ deeryards." 
The 
investigation 
will continue during the present 
w inter. 
“ We get so much directly con­ 
tradictory testim ony on 
alm ost 
every point and from people who 
seem ingly know w hat they 
are 
talking about th a t it is very dif­ 
ficult to determ ine w hat action, 
if any. Is in order. 
W ould Pauperise Deer. 
“ U nder such circum stances as 
you describe, th e feeding of hay 
to deer seem s, on the face of it. 
to be a good idea, but the whole 
proposition has m any angles, 
lf 
deer have been 
coming 
to 
a 
swam p w inter after w inter, feed­ 
ing chiefly on freshcut tops about 
logging camps, and if th e cutting 
stops ra th e r suddenly, 
and 
if 
snow gets deep, starvation is apt 
to follow, especially in th e case 
of th e younger and w eaker ani­ 
m als. 
B ut if th e swamp w ithout 
fresh slash is and long will be 
Inadequate to take ta re of deer, 
/th e n th e feeding of hay will tend 
to concentrate deer, year 
after 
year, in places w here they will be 
Vin Jeopardy whenever the artifi­ 
cial feeding stops. 
In the phrase 
of the U. S. Biological Survey, 
this m ay “ pauperise" increasing 
num bers of deer. 
"U nder sim ilar 
circum stances 
last w inter, som ething like 10.- 
000 deer* starved in Pennsylvania, 
and th e federal authorities 
re ­ 
ported, after Investigation, th at 
instead of trying to feed, it would 
be b etter to practice to see to it 
th a t no surplus of deer congre­ 
gated In the danger areae. 
P enn­ 
sylvania 
has 
therefore 
been 
shooting does In these places, so 
as to reduce the deer population 
to the cu rren t carrying capacity 
of the lands. 
Hcttem* to M I Huy? 
“ Every w inter th is departm ent 
is urged to buy and distribute hay 
for starving deer. 
In 
a 
good 
many 
cases 
investigation 
has 
shown th a t th e deer 
w ere 
not 
starving, or lh danger of it. 
In 
a good m any caaea It has seemed 
evident th a t th e principal consid­ 
eration was th e ta le of hay. 
But 
every now and then, beyond ques­ 
tion. deer have starved. 
It Is a l­ 
so beyond question th a t some old 
w intering areas have been cut so 
close th a t they are not now safe 
“ Y arding" grounds. 
But in many 
such cases th ere are safe yarding 
grounds not far away and in all 
probability m ost 
of 
th e 
deer 
which have suffered in the 
c u t­ 
out yard will look up a 
better 
place for the next w inter— unless 
they a re held in the dangerous 
place through artificial feeding. 
"T he whole situation 
is 
con­ 
fused and difficult. 
U ntil we can 
satisfy ourselves th a t we have all 
the essential facts we do not feel 
th a t w e a re in position to sta rt 
extensive and expensive 
feeding 
operations.

“ The Juvenile Court” was the 
topic of one of the finest address­ 
es heard in Gladstone 
in

time, that delivered by 
Probate 
Judge Judd Yelland at the regu­ 
lar meeting of the Child's Wel­ 
fare club Monday evening. 
“ The subject of juveniles and 
juvenile courts is 
so 
extensive 
that only the prominent features 
of the subject can he touched up­ 
on.” Judge Yelland said in open­ 
ing his talk. “ I wish first to re­ 
fer to the legal aspects of the 
Juvenile) court. 
“ Th*- 
principle* 
underlying 
Juvenile court legislation are not 
new. 
The principles have 
been 
greatly extended but their source 
is the common law. 
The Juvenile 
Court is the outgrowth 
rather 
than a departure, of the common 
law. 
“ It is a well recognized prin­ 
ciple that the State owes a duty 
of protection to children that it 
does not owe to adults." he con­ 
tinued. “ From the earliest, time 
children have been regarded as 
wards of 
chancery. 
Under 
the 
common law of England people 
were deprived of the care 
and 
custody of their 
children 
for 
certain reason*. 
Although 
the 
common law recognized that chil­ 
dren occupied a favored position 
in the law. the duties of parents 
to their children were enforced 
under the common Ihw only to a 
limited extent. 
The 
duty 
of 
maintenance 
was 
perhaps 
the 
most generally recognized at that 
time. 
The duties of parents to 
their children have been greatly 
extended under our present laws. 
The distinction between 
children 
and adults has always been sharp­ 
ly drawn In criminal ca«es, Chil­ 
dren under seven years of age at 
common law were 
hold 
incap­ 
able of committing a crime. The 
principles of the common law in 
reference to children have been 
so extensively extended that, 
in 
effect, it has really built a 
new

Kellogg 
multilateral 
treaty which denounces war as a 
national policy 
lacks 
substance 
unless we have a stronger 
navy, 
equal to that of Great Britain in 
order to maintain American neu­ 
trality. Both are needed to out­ 
law war.” 
This statement was 
made 
by 
Ray Conlon, state commander of 
the American Legion, in explana­ 
tion of the Legion's stand on these 
two outstanding 
measures 
that 
have aroused the entire country 
at this session of congress. 
Mr. 
Conlon visited Escanaba Monday 
on his tour of the peninsula with 
IL J. Byers, state adjutant. 
“ In 1922 an agreem ent 
was 
reached at the famous W ashing­ 
ton conference between the World 
powers for the reduction of na\al 
arm am ent,” lie said. "The United 
States agreed to sink enough big, 
first, line ships to bring us down 
to an equal strength with 
Great 
Britain. Nothing was agreed upon 
regarding cruisers or 
destroyers. 
It was understood we were to be 
on a parity wit Ii Great Britain, as 
5 is the equal to 5. 
It was agreed 
Japan would take the ratio of 3, 
or two points below the strength 
of Great Britain and the United 
States. 
U. S. Kept. Agreement. 
“ The United States 
kept that 
agreement, not only to the letter 
hut in the spirit. 
Great Britain 
kept the agreement only 
to the 
letter and not in the spirit. Great 
Britain began the construction of 
cruisers and destroyers, until now 
the three nations 
stand:
